Freperick, Saturday, Oct. 15th, 1842. 


Pursuant to a resolution of last session, the brethren, compos- 
ing the evangelical Lutheran Synod of Maryland, with their lay- 
delegates, assembled in Frederick on this day for the purpose of 
holding the twenty-fourth annual meeting of this body. In the 
evening at candle light, divine worship was held in the Lutheran 
church, when brother F. W. Conrad preached from Heb. 10, 23. 
After sermon, two persons were publicly received as members of 


the congregation by certificate, and the services preparatory to the 
Lord’s Supper were held. 


EXERCISES OF THE SABBATH. 

This “morning at 84 o’clock a young men’s prayer meeting was 
held, conducted by brother Winecoff. At 10 o’clock brother E. 
Keller preached a sacramental sermon toa full house from the 
words of the Savior, ‘‘ This do in remembrance of me,” Luke 22, 
19. The Lord’s Supper was then administered to the members of 
Synod, and a large number of members of the congregation. This 
morning brother Keyser of Winchester, Va., preached in the Ger- 
man Reformed church, and brother Diehl in the Methodist Episco- 
pal church. In the afternoon at 3 o’clock, brother Borchers of 
Washington, D. C., preached in the Lutheran, and brother Wach- 
ter in the German Reformed church, both in the German language. 
In the evening at 7 o’clock, the President of Synod, Rev. J. P. 
Cline, preached the Synadical sermon from 2 Cor. 5, 20.° The 
exercises of the day Were interesting, and we trust good was ac- 
complished in the name of Jesus.

The report on the minutes of other Evangelical Lutheran Synods 
in the United States was now read by Rev. J. G. Morris, and after 


some discussion and several amendments was aoa and is as 
follows : 


Report on the Proceedings of other Synods. 


j The Corresponding Secretary has examined the proceedings of all the Synods 
within his reach and presents the following apcaeng bee embraces all those items 
which are of any general interest. 

e I. The Synod of Pennsylvania.—This body met at Lancaster in May last. The 
names of 58 ministers appeared on the minutes, 39 of whom were present at the last 

meeting. There are reported 175 congregations; 4,063 baptisms; ited ome 

confirmed; 23,100 communicants; 50 Sunday Schools. 
This Synod has sent to India, the Rev. Mr. Heyer, the first Lutheran Missionary 

2 from our church in the United States to the Heathen. He is wholly supported by 
this Synod at present and it is hoped that the reflex influence of Foreign Missions 
will be extensively felt within their bounds. Besides this commendable work, this 
body contributes considerably to the support of several missionaries among the Ger- 
man population in some sections of our Western country. The receipts into the 
missionary treasury were $1,613 and the expenditures $1,457. 

At this meeting five members dissolved their connexion with the body and organiz- 
ed a new Synod, which is now in session at Chester Springs. The Synod would not 
sanction a division of their body but offered to give certificates of honorable dismis- 
sion to all who desired it. 

Resolutions recommending the Seminary at Columbus to the support of the 
churches under their charge, and recalling the recommendation given to the Luth- | 
eran Observer at a previous meeting were passed. 

Three ministers were ordained and one student was licensed. The committee on 
the Liturgy reported the completion of their labors, and a vote of thanks was passed. 

Two new ordained ministers were added to the ministeriam, one residing in Bos- 
ton and the other in Philadelphia. 

The Synod pledged itself to do all in its power to promote the interests of the 
Kirchenzeitung. 
The resolution of our last Synod of Penn- 
sylvania should have felt itself so much aggrieved at our reception of ;Rev. Mr. 
Voglebach, was passed by in silence. 

Il. The Synod of New York, met at Saddle river in September, 35 ministers are in 
connexion with this body, 24 of whom were present at that meeting; 41 congrega- 
tions; 1,037 baptisms; 259 persons confirmed; 4,572 communicants; 23 Sunday 
{, Schools, are reported One student was licensed and two candidates were ordained. 

- One of their members was honorably dismissed to connect himself with the Synod of 

South Carolina, and two requested a certificate of discharge from membership, which 

was granted conditionally. Two ministers from other sections of the church were 
admitted. Nine of these brethren presented short reports of the religious condition 
of their churches, which are highly satisfactory and encouraging. It is in this way 
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alone that we can arrive at any definite knowledge of the real state of piety and 
active benevolence in our congregations. Your Corresponding Secretary would beg 
leave to present a resolution at the end of his report on this subject. 

Besides the considerable sums that were paid during the year to benevolent enter- 
prizes, there were paid at the Synod $219.10. 

The subject of the centennary was taken up with energy, but we presume those 
brethren have suffered under the same pecuniary embarrasments as we. 

The Seminary at Hartwick has been revived under favorable auspices, and is now 
in succesful operation. _ 

A German church has been established in Albany. There is in connexion with 
this Synod a fund for the support of disabled clergymen and the widows and orphans 
of deceased clergymen. This institution is incorporated by the State of New York. 
A year ago the value of the fund was upwards of $1,200, and the estimated income 
from this and other sources is $240 per year. 

III. The Synod of South Carolina met last November at Ebenezer, Ga.; 28 ministers 
compose this body, 15 of whom were present at the meeting. We observe that this 
Synod has an order of men termed “ exhorters,” who, we presume, are students of 
divinity authorized to hold religious meetings in districts unsupplied with a regular 
ministry. This is a measure that will answer a good purpose in destitute sections of 
the church. 

‘Only 17 ministers presented parochial reports, but from a comparison of the 
minutes of several years; the following is as correct an account as it was possible to 
procure, 28 ministers; 37 churches; $28 baptisms; 2,143 communicants; 154 per- 
sons confirmed ; 16 Sunday Schools. 

The amount of contributions paid at this meeting was $495. 

A request is expressed in the President’s report that the classical school at Lexing- 
ton, under the direction of the Synod, had not met with that patronage which it 
manifestly deserves. 

Two ministers received letters of honorable dismission from the Synod, and four 
were admitted within its bounds. Two students were licensed and four candidates 
were ordained. 

This Synod has appointed a Corresponding Secretary, whose duty it is to make 
extracts from the minutes of other Synods, to be laid before the meeting, and to write 
friendly epistles to all sister Synods, previous to each annual meeting. This admir- 
able measure will tend greatly to produce fraternal feelings and christian unity. 

The Book Company was requested by resolution to establish a Regonitosy | in Char- 
Jeston, and appoint an agent for the sale of its publications. 

The report of the Synodical treasury presents a balance of $2,056 in favor of the 
Synod. The amount of the Seminary fund last November was $10,595. Resolutions 
were passed to raise $10,000 for their classical and theological schools, and mission- 
ary and education societies, and an agent was appointed to collect the sum. 

Seven young men were connected with the Seminary the previous year, three of 
whom finished the prescribed course of study. 

Leave of absence for six months was given to Dr. Hazelius with a view to visit 
Germany. 


addition were received at this meeting. The Synod resolved to aid in the support of 
the Rev. Mr. Heyer, the Foreign Missionary, if necessary. 


There were $166 in the treasury of their Foreign Missionary Society and $109 in 
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IV. The Synod of West Pennsylvania met at Boalsburg in October last. The body 


at that time consisted of 58 members, 32 of whom were present. From their minutes 
and other authentic documents we have made out the following: 195 congrega- 
tions; 4,329 baptisms; 2,011 persons confirmed; 17,219 communicants; 100 Sunday 
Schools. 

A committee was appointed to publish the German catechism, with the addition of 
the Formula of Church Government. 

It was resolved to pay the travelling expenses of their Directors of the Seminary 
to and from Gettysburg, out of the Synodical Treasury. 

A German paper entitled the Lutherische Histenstimme was resolved to be pub- 
lished, which has been commenced under the editorship of brother Weyl, in Balti- 


$250 were voted to the support of domestic missionaries. 

Four students were licensed and two ordained. 

One minister was suspended until his case should be decided. 

One brother was honorably dismissed to connect himself with our Synod, whom 
we gladly received among us. 

That Synod has formed itself into a temperance society, which held a meeting, 
giving a new impetus to the cause in that region. 
Besides the sums sent in during the year, there were paid at this meeting to the 
education treasury $201, to the Synodical $166, and to the missionary $175. This 
body transacted much business of an entirely local character, which would be of no 
interest to us particularly. By the formation of the Allegany Synod, its number will 
be considerably lessened, diminishing the number of its directors ef the Seminary and 
delegates to the General Synod. 

V. The Synod of Hartwick met in Ulster county, N. Y., in September, 1841. It 
" is composed of 16 ministers and 27 congregations. There are reported 373 baptisms ; 
: 276 confirmations; $3,744 communicants; 30 Sunday Schools. Besides the sums : 


% eontributed during the year to various religious societies, there were paid at the 
i meeting into the Synodical treasury $71, and to the missionary and education socie- 
ty $87. 

A temperance meeting was held, which maintained the only safe ground for the 
suppression of the evil of intemperance, total abstinence from all intoxicating drinks. 

Resolutions in favor of foreign missions were passed, and efforts were put forth to 
procure a travelling missionary in their own bounds. 

The monthly concert of prayer for the conversion of the world, was recommended 
to their churches. 

Thanks were voted to the Female Association of Hartwick Synod to educate mis- 
sionaries for the foreign field. This society paid during the previous year $260 in 
furtherance of this object. 

The missionary and education society paid $344 to advance the object. $700 were 
raised for foreign missions, of which $500 were transmitted to the treasury of the 
society: 

They recommead the reading of the Augsburg Confession in their churches, once 
year. 

Three persons were licensed and one minister received from another denomination. 

VI. The Synod of North Carolina met in Wythe county, Va., in September, 1841. 
There are 15 ministers in connexion with this body, 11 of whom were present at this 
meeting. 
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Two members from other Synods were received, and one student was licensed. 
One member was suspended from his clerical functions for immoral conduct. 
There are reported $8 congregations ; $360 baptisms; 150 persons confirmed ; 2,613 
communicants. 

It is known that this Synod has united with that of South Carolina in the support 
of the Seminary at Lexington, and upwards of $1,100 have been funded for that 
object. 

This Synod also prays for the establishment of a depository in their bounds, of the 
publications of the Book Company, and recommend their ministers to exert themselves 
in the sale of them. 

They have adopted the plan of parochial reports recommended by the General 
Synod, with a few amendinents. 

The cause of education and missions is advancing within this Synod. 

VII. The Synod of the Eastern District of Ohio met at Butler, Pa., in Sept., 1841. 
It is composed of thirteen members, nine of whom were present. One member was 
received from another Synod and one candidate was ordained. 

This body passed resolutions in favor of the Kerchenzeitung, the Lutheran Stand- 
ard, and against what they call new measures. There are reported 60 churches; 392 
baptisms ; 471 confirmed ; 7,243 communicants. 
$70 were collected at this meeting for the education society, $8.54 for foreign mis- 
sions, of which all but $! came from Mr. Schweitzerbarth’s church, $165 for 
Synodical and home missionary purposes. 

Their minutes contain interesting biographical sketches of two brethren who 
departed this life, Rev. C. Henkle and Rev. A. Conrad. 

VIII. The English Synod of Ohio met at Newcomer’s town, in November last. It is 
composed of 11 members, 8 of whom were present. There are reported 21 churches; 
233 baptisms; 144 confirmed ; 1,003 communicants. 

To their minutes is appended a vindication of the Synod against some alledged mis- 
statements from another quarter. These brethren in Ohio seem to be unhappily divi- 
ded, but we hope that by mutual concessions and forbearance, “the heart of the 
daughter of Zion may be healed.” 

IX. Another Synod by the same title as the preceding, met at Bucyrus, Ohio, in 
October last. It will be remembered that the English Synod has divided, each claim- 
ing the same name. We would not decide as to the right. Our business is not to 
express any opinion on this unhappy controversy, but to report the statistics of the 
church. That section now under consideration is the one which has joined the 
General Synod and sympathizes with our eastern institutions more than the other. 

It is composed of 16 members, 18 of whom were present at the last meeting. 
These brethren seem to be industriously engaged in endeavoring to promote the 
Kingdom of God. They hold frequent protracted meetings and have been blessed 
with extensive revivals. The Lutheran Observer and Book Company are strongly 
recommended as worthy of more extensive patronage. 

Two brethren from other Synods were received as members, five students were 
licensed, one candidate was ordained, and one minister received from another denomi- 
nation. 

$200 were appropriated to the support of the Cincinnatti mission. 

A resolution encouraging the circulation of a new religious paper about to be pub- 
lished by the Synod of the West, was passed, but this Synod hesitated in co-operating 
with the former in the establishment of a Theological Seminary. © 
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There are reported 71 churches; 601 baptisms; 470 confirmed; 3,973 communi- 


cants ; paid into the Synodical treasury $125. 

An education society was formed and a resolution disapproving the contemplated 
Kirchen Verein by some esteemed brethren in Missouri, was passed. 

The Synod by vote disapproved of every thing that tended to destroy the peace of 
the church or the bonds of brotherly love, as politics, sectarianism and slavery, sites 
pro or con. 


X. The Western District of the Synod of Ohio met at Stiemisborg in June, 1841. 
There are 23 ministers in connexion with it, 10 of whom were present. 

One member from another Synod was received, and their rule to hold a private 
examination with ministers of other Synods previous to their admission, was dispens- 
ed with in his case, for reasons that are not assigned. 

They highly disapprove of the conduct of the brethren composing the Synod last 
considered for “‘ seceding,” as they call it from the joint Synod of Ohio, contrary to 
the constitution which was adopted by them. | 

They express their unfeigned grief at the death of the brethren Henkle and Con- 
rad, who were deservedly held in high estimation. 

$158 were paid into the Synodical treasury, which with a former balance left $320 
in that officer’s hands. A committee was appointed to make arrangements for the 
publication of an English religious paper to be called the Lutheran Standard, of 
which the Rev. brother Greenwald was appointed editor. 

A committee was also directed to prepare a constitution for an education society, 
and $50 from the Synod’s treasury to aid students at the Seminary in Columbus. 

The parochial accounts in the minutes are very imperfect—only 13 members out 
of 23 reporting, so that we have thought it unnecessary to make any statement, for 
it would not give a correct exhibition of the condition of that body. 

One minister was ordained; one person was licensed as catechet, and three receiv- 
ed licenses as candidates. 


Contributions for the education society were paid in, but there is no report of the 
amount. 

XI. The Synod of the West met in Indianapolis last October. It was then compos- 
ed of 23 members. There are 41 churches; 453 baptisms; 268 confirmed; 2,622 
communicants; 15 Sunday Schools. This Synod has taken a decided stand against 
the “‘ Kirchen Verein,” established in Missouri, whilst they concede purity of motives 
to those engaged in that project. 

The subject of missions in the Western cities seems to engage the attention of this 
Synod to a commendable degree, and we hope their laudable efforts will succeed. 

They resolved to publish a religious paper to be called the Western Lutheran 
Observer, and recommended to their people the various benevolent societies of the day. 

Their minutes contain the report of the trustees of their Theological Seminary, 
The institution has not yet gone into operation. Deducting all expenses, the trea- 
surer during the previous year had received $665 for its benefit. We have not found 
a full statement of its financial condition, so that we cannot inform you of the whole 
amount invested. 


Four persons were licensed, and one member was honorably dismissed to join 
another Synod, 

$141 were in the treasury of the missionary society and the society resolved con- 
ditionally, to pay $200 for one year to support a missionary in Cincinnatti. 
These brethren seem to be actively engaged in the service of their Lord. 
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XII. The Synod of Virginia met at Newtown last April. It was then constituted of 13 
‘ ministers, besides 5 new members admitted at that session. There are reported 25 
churches; 172 baptisms; 406 confirmations, of which one minister alone reports 118 ; 

1,587 communicants. 

The president was — to appoint a travelling agent in behalf of the centen- 
ary enterprize. — 

It was resolved that two ssid conferences be held within the bounds of the 
Synod during the year. One minister was ordained. 

Much interesting local business was transacted and the brethren of this Synod 

seem to be actively engaged in the service of their Lord. , 
“XII. The Synod of Western Virginia held its first meeting in Floyd county in Sep- 
tember, 1841. It is composed of six ministers. They adopted the constitution and 
form of church discipline recommended by the General Synod and also united them- 
selves with that body. There are reported 15 churches; 38 baptisms ; 58 confirmed ; 
778 communicants. One student was licensed and two candidates were ordained. 
$32 were paid into the Synodical treasury. All their business was of an exclusively 
local character. 

XIV. The Synod of Indiana met in Johnson county last October. Four ministers and 
three students of theology were present and five ministers were absent. There were 
14 lay-delegates present, being a majority of eight over the ministers, if each man 
was allowed to vote. 

A resolution of enquiry into the expediency of publishing a religious paper was 
passed. 

A committee was appointed “‘ to write an expose of the conduct of the Generalists, 
and show their attempts at subverting the Lutheran doctrines and discipline.” By 
the ‘* Generalists” our brethren of Indiana seem to mean the friends of the General 
Synod!! We regret to learn that the views of the friends of the General Synod 
have been so much misapprehended by those brethren, and we hope that the period 
may soon arrive when these erroneous views will be removed, and we shall be able 
to see eye to eye. 

It is gratifying to find that a resolution was passed enjoining it on the ministers to 
exercise scriptual discipline against disorderly members of the church, and we sin- 
cerely hope that it will be carried into effect. Negligence in the strict performance 
of this duty is to be considered by the resolution a sufficient cause for arraigning any 
minister before the Synod. This resolution seems to augur better times for the Synod 
of Indiana. The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The whole parochial report embraces only 166 baptisms and 83 confirmed. 

XV- The Synod of Tennessee met in Rockingham county, Va., in September, 1841. 
It is composed of 18 ministers, 5 only of whom were present; the lny-delegates, if 
each voted, had a majority of nine. 

We observe that this Synod has departed from one of its former established prin- 
ciples, not to have a president. At this meeting a president and secretary were 
elected, though their names are not given. 

The publication of a religious paper was recommended to the consideration of the 

brethren. 

This body severely denounces the General Synod and a member was “appointed 

“to draw up objections” to it. 
The parochial reports are exceedingly imperfect. As in the Synod of Indiana, 
_ which harmonizes with this body, there is no report of communicants, and very few 
of the members make any statement of their parochial affairs whatever. 
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$50 were contributed to the Synodical treasury. Two candidates were ordained. 


XVI. The Alleghany Synod held its first session last month in Hollidaysburg, Pa. 
This body is composed of some of those brethren who reside in the north western 
section of Pennsylvania, who amicably separated fram the Synod of West Penngyl- 
vania, believing that the interest of the church demanded the organization of a dis- 
tinct body. It is composed of 12 members. 

This Synod elected delegates to the General Synod and directors of the Seminary. 
The subject of education was also taken up with vigor. 

Thus we have taken a cursory notice of all the Synods, whose minutes were with- 
in our reach. 

In reference to our own Synod, we would merely state that the following items of 
unfinished business will require our attention. 1. A report from Professor Baugher 
on the duty assigned him to collect copies of all our minutes and transcribe them in 
a book. 2. A report from the same brother as to the amount of salary paid to broth- 
er Heyer by the executive committee of the missionary society, during his labors in 
Baltimore. 

In reviewing the state of the church as exhibited in the minutes of the various 
Synods, we have reason to thank God and take courage. One thing is greatly to be 
deplored and that is the alarming want of ministers: In nearly every Synod, several 
petitions have been sent in for ministerial help, which could not be afforded, and at 
the present rate of increase in our clerical ranks, many churches will have to remain 
destitute for years to come. The subject is calculated to awaken the most painful 
anxiety in the breast of every man who loves God’s house. Although our ministry 


was increased more than 50 during the last fourteen months, yet the calls from vari- 
ous quarters are loud and pressing. 


There is nothing in all these proceedings of sister Synods that calls for any special 
action on our part. 

From a careful investigation of the whole matter, we discover the following facts. 

There are 19 district Synods ; 430 ordained and licensed ministers; 1,371 congre- 
gations and 147,000 communicants. During the last year more than 60 men were 
added to our ministry ; upwards of 9,000 to our membership ; adults and infants 
baptized exceeded 17,800. Three new Synods have been formed ; 90 congregations 
organized and 80 houses of worship erected. | 

Let God be praised for all that He has done for us. 

Your Secretary begs leave to offer the following resolution. 


Resolved, That besides the parochial report in the aggregate, 
each member be required to present in writing at every Synod a 
succinct account of the state of religion in his pastoral district. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Committee JVo. 1. 


Your committee report that the documents committed to them are the annual 
report of the President of the Synod, and a letter from Rev. Professor Baugher, 
respecting the compensation of brother Heyer as formerly missionary at Fell’s Point, 
Baltimore. 

1. Your committee would express their approbation of the President’s report on 
account of its brevity, perspicuity, and general business-like character. 
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2. They learn from it that the pastoral district in Randolph county, Va., is still 
unsupplied, and agree with the President that measures should be adopted for imme- 
diately supplying it. : 

3. From the letter of Professor Baugher it appears that brother Hoyer received 
from the treasurer of the Forélgn Missionary Society the sum of $300 during his 
residence as missionary at Baltimore, and as, agreeably to the resolution of the last 
session of this Synod, he was to be allowed as much more from our treasury as 
would complete full missionary wages for one year, brother Heyer is entitled to $100 
from our Synod. Your committee is of opinion that this Synod is bound to take 
immediate measures to pay over this sum to his son in Gettysburg, who is authorized 
to receive it. 

4. Your committee approve of the suggestion of the President to appropriate a 
sum of money in aid of the missionary station at Louisville, Ky., under the care of 
brother McChesney. 

5. Your committee is further of opinion that there are several other stations even 
within the bounds of our own Synod, which should be occupied as missionary ground ; 
and if so occupied and aided but partially for a year or two, they would then be able 
to sustain ministers of themselves, and become important auxiliaries in co-operating 
with us in extending the Redeemer’s kingdom. They allude to Baltimore city and 
county, Washington city and Georgetown in the District of Columbia, and Frederick 
and Carroll counties. © 

6. With a view to afford this important aid, your committee earnestly recommend 
that this Synod revive its Home Missionary Society for the support of domestic mis- 
sions, and encourage the organization of auxiliaries in all our churches, and that we 
more than ever put forth all our strength and resources to supply the destitute and 
build up churches within our bounds. For this purpose they recommend that a com- 


mittee be immediately appointed to draught a constitution fora Home Missionary, 


Society, and also one for the benefit of auxiliaries, and that the work be hina 
with energy and zeal in future. 

1. Respecting the ‘‘ Centenary,” your committee recommend the organization of 
** Cent-a-week Societies,” throughout all our congregations, it being understood that 
these societies shall not interfere with any other mode of contribution, and that a

Report on the Gettysburg Seminary. 


_ The directors of the Seminary from this Synod deem it unnecessary to trouble Sy- 
nod with a lengthy report at this time, inasmuch as several communications, setting 
forth the prosperous condition of this institution, have appeared in the Lutheran 
Observer during the year. They would merely state that they were much gratified 
to find, in their semi-annual visit to this useful institution of the church, that our 
beloved brethren, the professors, have labored with unabated fidelity, zeal and success, 
and that the blessing of God has rested upon it. The examinations of the students 
have been, as usual, highly creditable to themselves and their instractors. The num- 
ber of students’during the year has ranged from 16 to 20; a number of whom have 
completed their course of study and are new in the ministry. The directors regret to 
state that the funds of the institution have sustained some less by the failure of a bank 
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in which the directors had some stock invested for a number of years, They do again 
‘earnestly commend this institution to the patronage and prayers of this Synod.

Spirit and blessing during our deliberations, and invoked his guid- 
ance in future. 

This evening Rev. J. G. Morris preached from the text Jer. 2: 
25. After sermon the brethren Willard, Krauth and Eyster were 
solemnly ordained to the holy office of the ministry by “ the laying 
on of the hands of the Presbytery,” and prayer; after which Rev. 
Professor Baugher delivered an impressive address to them. The 
services of the evening were then closed with the benediction. 
After the audience had retired, the brethren remained an hour lon- 
ger, and formed “the Pastoral Association of the Evangelical 
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Lutheran Synod of Maryland,” by the adoption of a constitution, 
the election of officers, &. The object of this association is the 
mutual improvement of the members, the discussion of difficult 
questions in theology and exegesis, and the promotion of greater 
uniformity among the members of our Synod in the modes and forms 
of conducting worship and administering all our congregational 
affairs. The proceedings of this association were interesting and 
doubtless will be much more so in future, but the secretary was not 
authorized to have them published. The association is to meet an- 
nually at the time and place of the meeting of the Synod. 

At a late hour the brethren took leave of each other to return to 
their respective charges and homes. This was a most delightful 
session of our Synod, great harmony and brotherly love prevailed, 
and the hearts of brethren were more closely knit together by love 
than ever.

BY-LAWS OF THE CONSTITUTION OF THE EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


1. That this Society appropriate its funds through the Executive Committee of the 
Pennsylvania Education Society, to the support of as many students as the Synod 
may authorize: to be selected by said Executive Committee. Which students sha] 
be examined at the next session of this Synod and every subsequent session, in order 
to be approved or rejected. | 

2. The students under our patronage shall pursue the course prescribed by the 
committee at Gettysburg, unless when otherwise directed by the Synod. 

3. The committee shall not receive any student on our funds, within six weehs 
prior to the annual meeting of the Synod. 

4. The committee shall not receive any student under 16 years of age, except in 
extraordinary casés. 

5. The surplus funds shall be at the disposal of the Executive Committee. 

6. The students under our care shall be required to attend the meetings of the Sy- 
nod, and submit to an éxamination (if time allows.) Their names shall appear on 
our minates as students of theology. 
1. Students under our care shall spend their vacations in accordance with the ad- 
vice of the Directors of the Seminary from this Synod. 

8. No stadent will be permitted to leave Gettysburg during the session or remain 
absent, either temporarily or finally, without the express permission of the Executive 
Committee. The permission of the President and Faculty of College or Seminary 

shall not be sufficient, unless in case of a sudden call from home, when there would 
be no time to convene the committee. 
3 
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It was then resolved, That this society obligate itself to support ten students at 
Gettysburg for the present year, to be selected A the Executive Committee. 

The following resolutions were passed: 

1. Treasurer of the Parent Education Society be requested to keep the 
moneys sent in\yy this society separate from other funds, and appropriate them ex- 
clusively to studenta.under our care, unless there be a surplus, which shall be used as 
provided for in article 5th of by-laws. 

2. That the Executive Committee be requested to communicate to the Presideut of 
this Society the names of the students selected, immediately, and that the President 
inform them by letter of their relation to this Synod. 

8. That the treasurer of this society, in case there be no funds to make the quar- 
terly payments to our students, be authorized to borrow the money on the credit of 
this society. : GEO.

REPORT ON THE STATE OF RELIGION WITHIN THE BOUNDS OF THE EVAN- 
GELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF MARYLAND. 


The committee appointed to receive reports from the brethren of the Synod, in re- 
ference to the state of piety in their respective charges, beg leave to submit the fol- 


lowing report: 


Brother Wachter, of Middletown.—In the Middletown congregation there was a ‘ 
revival of religion in progress during the meeting of Synod at Hagerstown. In © 


November the Lord again poured out his Spirit upon this church. In April we enjoy- 


their profession. Two prayer meetings commenced in these excitements which have 
been regularly attended since. The Lord blessed the congregation at Burkitsville 
with a considerable revival of religion. St. John’s church in the mountain, presents 
an interesting aspect at present. 

Brother Morris reports that the number of converts in his church has steadily, 
though not rapidly ingreaged since the last meeting. The prayer meetings are, con- 
tinued with unabated interest. The meetings for religious conversation are regularly 
attended. The Sunday School, which had been somewhat diminished, in consequence 
of the opening of two additional Lutheran churches in the city is ¢gain filling up by 
the exertion of the teachers in hunting up pupils. My people have contributed very 
liberally towards the erection of these new places of worship, so that I did not feel 
at jibes, to present any other benevolent enterprize. to their , consideration. Though 
they have done something towards loca] christian institutions: such as the Bible and 
Tract Societies. The cause of temperance is triumphant in our midst. There are 
now four English Lutheran churches in Baltimore—two orthadox German and one 
within four miles of the city, recently dedicated. With one additional missionary we 
might accomplish much more and probably raise another church in the suburbp, — 

. Brother Haver. —During the year the Lord bag poured out his Spirit upon all the 
congregations o of the Lovettsville charge. Conversions have been numerous, Prayer- 
meetings are frequent and well attended. The Sabbath Schools flourishing and the 


cause of vital piety on the advance. 


ed a still more refreshing season. During the progress of these meetings many pro- 
fessedly turned to the Lord, and their christian conduct since evinces the sincerity of ; 
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Brother Cline.—Since the last Synodical we were favored with a 
¥ religion i in each of my four congregations. By which believers were stirred up and 
many sinners converted. All the benevolent institutions of the church are patronized, 
This charge tnay be said to be in a truly flourishing state. 

Brother Harkey. —Reports that his congregation was in what might be called a 
constant revival state during nearly the whole year, A large number of souls were 
hopefully converted, a majority of whom were, nominal members. The congregation 
is now in a very flourishing condition. — 

Brother Keller—The number added to thé church by adult baptism and confirma- 
tion is double that of last year. And one hundred persons who had either withdrawn 
or been expelled from the congregation, have been restored to their communion. To 
the praise of God's glorious grace, we would state, that these happy results are ow- 
ing to the merciful outpouring of his quickening Spirit. On the first Sabbath after 
the 3ist of October, the exercises of the Centenary were begun with thanksgiving, 
prayer and suitable discourses. The congregation became gradually more and more 
revived. Prayer was more ardent, praise more heartfelt, dnd concern for souls more 
universal and intense. At a communion season in February, the work of God began 
to manifest itself more clearly. The house of worship was more resorted to by day 
and by night. And more than one hundred professed conversion to God. 

~ fn March a similar work of grace appeared i in the Funkstown congregation. This | 
was of astonishing extent and continuance. Members of the church were revived 
and others converted. This is our ecclesiastical jubilee. We have had a great gath- 
ering of souls. We can truly declare, ‘The Lord hath done great things for us; 
whereof we are glad. ‘ Not unto us. ‘Not untd us, O Lord, but to thy name be the 
praise.” Amen. | 

Brother Diehl.—In the earlier part of the Synodical year the spiritual aspect of 
my congregations was very cheering. Immediately afler the Synod at Hagerstown 
we made special efforts to improve the spirituality of our ‘people. Ata meeting in 
Boonsboro, which continiied three weeks, the Lord was with us, and about 25 turned 
their hearts to him.’ In November we held a protracted meeting in the Bakersville 
congregation, during which there was an extensive work of grace. The number who 
professed conversion is perhaps sixty. In Ringer’s church we have some hopeful con- 
verts among the catechumens who were instructed and received into the church in the 
earlier part of last winter. 

There is nothing particularly cheering in the religious prospects of Sharpsburg. 
Yet it is but just to say, that at nearly every protracted meeting we have held for the 
last eighteen months, some were renewed. | 

Brother Sentman, of Taneytown.—It has pleased the great Héad of the éhurch to 
bless the feeble instrumentality employed here, for the promotion of his glory, the 
extension of his kingdom and the salvation of souls. God has poured out his Spirit 
in this portion of Zion, and revived his work in nearly all the congregations. Mauch 
has been done: but miuch stl! remains to be done. One of the greatest obstacles in 
the way of success in our labors, is the extent of our parish and the number of souls 
entrusted to our oversight. This renders it impossible to follow up’ impressions or 
watch our souls with thie éare which a sensé of duty and the welfare of soils’ deniarid. 
We hope for assistance in this respect, and look forward to the dawning of" L brighter 
day over this portion of God’s moral vineyard. 

Brother Reimensnydér.—Thovgh my health his been extréniél un- 
able to attend to ministerial duties—yet it has pleaséd'the Lord to’ bléss’ my’ fedble 
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labors and convert souls through the foolishness of preaching. The gospel seed is 
_ taking a deep root, and promises a great harvest of love, righteousness and peace. 


The number of hearers and communicants has greatly increased within the last six 
months. The prospect for the conversion of souls and the building up of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom is such as cheers the heart of a follower of Christ. The temper- 
ance cause is triumphant. Of several interesting revivals in my charge, an account 
was given through the columns of the Lutheran Observer, so that I deem it unneces- 
sary to repeat the same here. _ | 
Thus far the committee have the reports of the brethren. But as several of the 
brethren throngh the pressure of business left Frederick without giving in their re- 
ports, it is proper to state what is known to the committee of the doings of the Lord 
in their churches. This however cannot be so satisfactory as the report they should 
have furnished themselves. It is well known to the committee that brother Conrad's 
congregations were all abundantly blessed by a glorious visitation of grace. 

Jn some of the meetings of the Waynesboro parish, we had admirable specimens 
of genuine bible revivals, real Pentecostal seasons, in which several hundreds pro- 
fessed faith in Christ. 

it has also come to the knowledge of the committee that the gracious spirit of the 
Lord has been operating powerfully among the people of brother Startzman’s charge. 
From a statement from him, in the Lutheran Observer, it may be seen that some 
hundreds were renewed within the bounds of the Williamsport charge. 

From accurate information the committee have learned that the Martinsburg and

CONSTITUTION FOR A CENT-A-WEEK SOCIETY. 


Articie |. This society shall be called “‘ The Cent-a-week Society of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Congregation of ” 

Art. 2. Every individual who pays one cent a week or fifty cents a year at one 
time shall be a member, and $5 contributed at one time shall constitute life-member- 
ship. 

Art. 3. All the money raised by this society shall be applied to such benevolent 
object or objects as the society may from time to time direct. 

Art. 4. The officers of this society shall be a President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
who shall be elected annually and continue in office until others are appointed. 

Art. 5. The President shall have power to cal] meetings whenever he deems it 
necessary, or when requested by two or more of the members ; he shall preside at the 
meetings, keep order, &c. 

Arr. 6. The Secretary shall record the proceedings of the society, and keep a list 
of all the members, and conduct the correspondence of the society. 

Art. 7. The Treasurer shal] take charge of the funds and hold them subject to 
the order of the society. 

Art. 8. The officers shall appoint as many soliciting agents as may be deemed re- 
guisite, and it is recommended that the ladies particularly be encouraged to take an 
active part in this good cause.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF EVANGELICAL LUTH- 
ERAN SYNOD OF MARYLAND. 


The subject of home missions was brought up during the sessions of Synod, and a 
committee appointed to report a revised constitution for a Synodical society, which 
is as follows: 


CONSTITUTION 


Of the Home Missionary Society of the Synod of pa Te 


Artic.e |. This society shall be called the Home Missionary Society of the Mary- 
land Synod. 
Art. 2. It shall consist of all those persons who pay fifty cents annually into its 


treasury, and eight dollars contributed at one time by any individual shall constitute 
him a member. 
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Art. 3. Its object shall be to send missionaries to our destitute churches, and to aid 
in thé support of ministers whose congregations are unable to raise a sufficient sup- 
port for them 

Arr. 4. Its officers’ shall be a President, Secretary and Treasurer, whese duties’ 
shall be those usually performed by such officers in similar societies. 

Art. 5. The officers shal! also constitute a missionary committee, who shal] act as 
a Board of Directors and executive committee, and perform such duties as shall be 
assigned them by the society. 

Art. 6. This society shall be auxiliary to the “‘ Central Missionary Society,” and 
its surplus funds shall be transmitted to the treasurer of that society. 

' Arr. 7. It shall be the duty of all the ministers of this Synod to form auxiliary 
societies in their congregations, soliciting 12} cents or more as the condition of mem- 
bership ; or, in the event that this is not done, it shall be their solemn duty to take 
up at least one collection in each church every year in aid of the funds of this society. 
Every minister is also herewith required to preach at least one sermon every year in 
his church or churches on the subject of home missions, and on such occasions the 
annual collection shall be taken up, unless that is superceded by the formation of 
auxiliaries. 

Arr. 8. All the funds of this society shall be paid over into the hands of the 
treasurer, and be disbursed by the executive committee agreeably to the provisions of 
this constitution. 

Arr. 9. This society shall hold its annual meeting at the time and place of the 
meeting of the Maryland Synod. 


After the adoption of the above constitution the following brethren were elected 
officers for the ensuing year:
